Some of the banks, wholesale 
houses,

plants and even a few of the retail houses make this same 
kind of a mistake. The printing plants of Ada tell them they 
can do the wqrk, but the Ada men permit salesmen to put 
over their misrepresentation without even reaching for the : 
telephone and asking a local printer if he can handle the job. 
Some 'one will say the fault lies with the local printers; 
that they are not on the job and letting the world know what j 
they can do. This is probably true to a certain extent, but 
some business men have been known to turn down a local 
printer one day and let a job to a foreign concern a few days 
later, simply because the foreign salesman was untruthful 
and able to put over his misrepresentation. 
The News is not complaining. But it does not look fair 
after an enormous expense has been borne to put in the m a-1 
chinery for handling big jobs and handling them at as low 
price as can be obtained elsewhere to have the business firms j 
send to other towns for their work. All the local printers ask j 
is a chance. We believe that every one will agree that they j 
are entitled to this. It does not matter what kind of a job is 
in question, the local men are honest enough to say frankly 
they cannot handle a job if they cannot.
